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Another Idea In This Day of 'Change' 


In our present day of countless n e w 
theories on alm ost every subject t h a t 
claim s public attention, som e of the view s 
being publicly expressed, bring to mind 
that changes are being suggested and an­ 
ticipated, which not m any years ago 
would have been laughed at and ridiculed; 
yet today we are not at all sure but that 
they could happen. 
One of these, reported to have been sug­ 
gested by a Russian scientist, is that it 
m ay now be possible to rem ove the ice 
from the “polar cap” of the Arctic Ocean. 
This has brought a new surge of public in­ 
terest. 
The recent unusually cold weather in 
our South is said to have been due to cur­ 
rents of cold polar air reaching all t h e 
way down to the ordinarily sunny Florida 
peninsula. 
In a paper presented at an International 
G eophysical Year conference at Easton, 
Md., recently, Prof. Grigori A. Avsyuk 
raised the possibility of turning the area 
around the North Pole into an ice - free 
ocean. The Soviet professor hinted that 
the project should be jointly undertaken 
by his country, the United States, a n d 
Canada, 
At a prelim inary IGY conference in 
Stockholm in May of 1956, it w as agreed 
that the United States and R ussia would 
conduct a joint survey of the Arctic ice 
pack during the 18 - month period which 
ends next Dec. 31. H owever, the project 
w as abandoned when Soviet - Am erican 


relations deteriorated in the Hungari a n 


and Suez crises. 


Prof. Avsyuk told the Easton confer­ 
ence, attended by BO scientists represent­ 
ing a dozen countries, that he believes the 
Arctic Ocean ice is a leftover from the 
last Ice Age. Were the ice to be removed 
he did not think it would form again. 


Soviet leaders have suggested t h e y 
could m elt the ice pack using nuclear en­ 
ergy. Prof. Avsyuk did not mention this 
although he suggested that artificial heat 
would do the job. 


The R ussians are reported to have pro­ 
duced an early thaw on farm lands by 
scattering coal dust on the snow and ice. 
Heat from the sun is absorbed instead of 
reflected, speeding the thawing. 


It w as generally agreed that the polar 
ice - project m ust have much detailed 
study. Melting the ice would affect cli­ 
m ate over a large section of the globe. If 
either Russia or Canada attem pted to dis­ 
turb the ice pack alone, it would adverse­ 
ly affect the other country’s clim ate. 
Since the Arctic Ocean ice pack is afloat, 
m elting it wouldn’t raise sea levels, it is 
said. 


The idea of rem oving the ice certainly 
m erits joint study. It is a field in which 
the United States can co-operate with 
Russia to mutual advantage. Opening of 
northern Canada and Siberia to world 
com m erce would be a significant achieve­ 
m ent.

Skipton's major problem is t oef 
feet savings without appreciable 
curtailment of essential services. 
He explained that more than half

areas where we can’t squeeze.” 
They 
include 
school 
subsidies, 
poor relief and indigent medical 
care. 


He said about 46 per cent of, 
general revenues go for local ben­ 
efits and 16 per cent for state 
assistance programs. That leaves 
only 38 per cent of the budget 
subject 
to 
economies, 
and 
the 
state is “ taking it on the chin.” 
he says. 


“ When you try to keep the bud 
get balanced under those circum 
stances, it magnifies the pinch,” 
Skipton continued.

made any cuts yet. They may be 
necessary. I have asked them to 
hold the line.”

NEW YORK UP - Will television 
feel any effects from the Suprem e 
Court ruling that Jack Benny vio 
lated the copyright laws when he 
parodied the movie “ G aslight” on 
the home screen? 
No pearls of wisdom on the m at­ 
ter can be squeezed from anyone 
in the industry here For one thing, 
the court, equally divided on the 
question and thereby upholding a 
low°r court’s finding, did not issue 
any opinions that m ight generate 
public discussion of the ruling. 
As reported in the news columns, 
it sim ply seem s to m ean that if 
you take quotations from a copy­ 
righted work in spoofing 
it 
you 
m ust have the copyright holder’s 
perm ission. 
Both the play and movie “ Gas­ 
light” w ere chilling 
m elodram as 
about a Victorian gentlem an who 
tried to drive his wife insane. On 
Jan. 27, 1952 Benny presented a 
hilarious parody of “ G aslight” en­ 
titled 
“ Autolight” over CBS-TV. 
Patrick Hamilton, the author, and 
Loew’s, Inc., sued to enjoin show­ 
ing the film of Benny’s parody 
Actually, television felt the ef­ 
fects of the suit long before the 
Supreme Court ruling, lf memory 
serves, we have not seen an all-out 


parody of any copyrighted work on 
television since the suit was filed. 
Television, as everyone knows, is 
a mighty cautious industry. 
Issuing a personal opinion on the 
ruling, I’m sorry as a television 
viewer that Benny has lost the 
case. It’s one more nail in the cof­ 
fin that fate prepares for TV com e­ 
dians. It further limits Ihe area in 
which they are perm itted to try to 
make us laugh. 
Benny is a superb parodist. So 
is Sid C aesar. In fact, you cannot 
nam e a TV comedian who wouldn't 
like to do parody if the law per­ 
mitted it. 
Parody, which in the Greek im ­ 
plies a comic imitation of a seri­ 
ous poem, is just about the w orld’s 
oldest form of humor. The first 
cavem an who sang probably was 
parodied by a neighboring cave 
dweller. 
Parody flourished in the 18th and 
19th centuries. In this country it 
was notably practiced by Mark 
Twain, Josh Billings, Bret H arte 
and, m ore recently, by Stephen 
Leacock. In short, parody is one 
of the most ancient and honorable 
forms of public entertainm ent. Sud­ 
denly to find it illegal is astonish­ 
ing — and a little frightening in 
the area of freedom of expression.

WOOSTER, Ohio UT-Tho Ninth 
District Court of Appeals has ord­ 
ered a hearing Monday on an ap­ 
plication for a writ ct habeas 
corpus for the release of three 
Amish 
couples 
held 
in 
Wayne 
County jail for contempt of court. 
Presiding Judge Oscar Hunsick- 
er issued the order Wednesday at 
the request of attorneys who are 
donating their services. The cou­ 
ples who have refused to surrend­ 
er their truant sons to custody of 
the county. 
The couples—Mr. and Mrs. John 
Hershberger, Mr, and Mrs. Em­ 
manuel Slabaugh and 
Mr. and 
Mrs. EH Hershberger—were jail­ 
ed March 12 by Probate Judge 
Don J. Young Jr. of Norwalk. The 
judge said he would keep them in 
jail “from now to summer” if the 
children were not turned over to 
authorities. 
Judge Young ordered the chil­ 
dren surrendered to custody of the 
county following a hearing in Jan­ 
uary at which it was brought out 
that the parents had not sent them 


to school since they finished the 
eighth grade last June. 
The county took custody of two 
other Amish children, who are 
staying at the county children's 
home and attending high school. 
Ohio law requires that a child 
attend school until 16 years of age. 
The couples in jail contend that 
schooling beyond the eighth grade 
[ is contrary to their religious be-
